The Finance Committee, for in- 
stance, had a report prepared on 
an IBM typewriter, and printed on 
the town hall printing press, re- 
porting on its recommendations 
on the various articles, 

Harold E Smith, owner of the 
land which he had hoped to have

rezoned, had printed leaflets which 
were given to the voters, urging 
them to yote Ye: The leaflets 
bore Mr, Smith’s name as sponsor, 

But the report on Article 7, 
presumabiy signed by the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board, was not the 
product of that board, and the 
members are very curious as to 
its origin, 

Because Atty Alan Altman with- 
drew the article the voters never 
never had a chance to learn of the 
spurious report - but had the Arti- 
cle been ‘brought upon the floor’ 
there most surely would havebeen 
fireworks. 

‘The ‘Mickey Report’ was pre- 
pared on an ordinary typewriter 
not an IBM. It was not printed, 
not on the town hall press, nor any 
other, but was produced by the new 
type photo-reproducing machine 
which is now common in many of 
the larger offices of the country, 

A piece of the photo-repro- 
duction paper of the size used 
(8 1/2 by 14 inches, costs seven 
cents, when purchased wholesale, 
and more when purchased at retail 
prices, It seems that at least 500 
were prepared for the Town Meet-

high court, the taxpayers petition 
will be dismissed on the grounds

If the taxpayers win, the case 
will go totrial in Superior Court, 
The trial would decide wether the

you wili have a tax rate of $38.37 

We followed most oftheir recom 
mendations, The valuation sudden- 
ly increased to $67,669,475 andthe 
tax rate did not go down, 


Why? 

The Board of Selectmen voted to 
have the Town Manager, the Fi- 
nance Committee and the Town 
Accountant prepare written expla- 
nations, The Finance Committee 
and the Town Accountant have com- 
Plied. The Finance Commiitee re- 
port is very interesting, 

It served two purposes, 

1, To further confuse the comedy 
of errors contained in their report 
to the 1964 annual town meeting. 

2.\To attempt to discredit the 
imegrity of Mr Niles and Mr Burt 
for having the audacity to try and 
understand how and what created 
the tax rate. 

Error No, 1, 

In their letter to the Board of 
Selectmen, dated Sept 28 1964 the 
Finance Committee stated that they 

believe it to be important for the 
Wilmington taxpayers to know the 
total costs of various town fun- 
ctions, This is sound practice, 
as long as the Finance Commit- 
tee knows what it is doing, and 
how to do it. 

Unfortunately the Finance Com- 
mittee was so victimized by its 
own confusion that it recommended 
the Town appropriate $130,000 
more than was needed at the an- 
nual Town Meeting, Those who 
attended the meeting will remem- 
ber the inability of the Finance 
Committee to explain their efforts 
to correct their mistakes, by 
amending their own recommenda- 
tions. 

At the Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting of Sept. 28 1964 the Town 
Accountant stated: ‘This is the 
first year 1 have not been con- 
sulted’, 

Error No 2, 

Section 23 of Chapter 59 of the 
General Laws limits the amount 
of estimated receipts to be used 
in determining the tax rate to: 

‘The Aggregate Amount Actually 
Received in the Preceding Year 
from the Same Sources’, 
In other words, the law forbids 
estimating revenue over what was 
actually received last year, 

Actually received, in the year 
1963, $791,111,6i, 

New source of Income, $24,006 

Total Allowable, for estimating 
the tax rate: $815,111,61, 

The Finance Committee used an 
amount of $1,066,315,00 

Perhaps it is coincidental that

amount of these estimated receipts 
is shown as $1,148,899, 

i we reduce this amount, by 
taking out his erroneous inciusion 
of ‘Free Cash’ inthis figure, which

The Finance Committee total is 
very nearly the same amount used 
by the Town Manager, which is 
$1,068,899, 

This explains where the Finance 
Committee obtained the figures 
which have caused the problem 
they refuse to explain, 

Had the Finance Committee con- 
sulted the Town Accountant in 
February, they would have had the 
benefit of available, accurate in- 
formation, on which to base their 
recommendations, 

In this case they woula have haa 
an estimated tax rate of about $41, 

Error No, 3 

The Finance Committee made 
the following statement in their 
letter to the Board of Selectmen 
dated Sept, 28, 1964; 

‘This tax benefit to property 
owners who are over 70 years of 
age was granted AFTER the Town 
Manager and the Finance Commit- 
tee had made their budget to re- 
port to the Town Meeting’. 

The tax law referred to, Chapter 
808 of the Acts of 1963, waspassed 
on November 13, 1963, to become 
effective on January 1, 1964. 

The law was passed before the 
Town Manager’s report of his bud- 
get to the Board of Selectmen, 

The report was dated December 
20, 1963, 

‘The law was passed BEFORE the 
Finance Committee report had 
ever been started, Their report 
was made available to the people 
during the week ending March 
14, 1964 

During the year 1963 abatements 
to Real Estate and Personai pro- 
perty taxes for all reasons was 
$85,486.04 

The Finance Committee not only 
fafied to provide an estimated a- 
mount to cover relief under the 
new law, but reduced the esti- 
mated amount of the ‘Overlay’ 
Account, which provides for a- 
batements to $80,000 

The Finance Committee inferred 
that Mr Niles and Mr Burt wanted 
to take away the new taxexemption 
privilige trom the elderly, 

In fact the Finance Committee 
itself failed to provide for money 
to cover the new law,

The difference, caused by the 
error is $25,000.00 

Conclusion 

1, If the assessors had not 
‘found’ an additional assessed val- 
uation of $5,669,475, then the net 
effect of the various errors made 
by the Finance Committee would 
have amounted to about $200,000 
in the 1964 tax levy, 

2, This $200,000 error would 
have resulted in a tax rate of 
$41.50 - an increase of $3,50 over 
the tax rate for 1964 recently 
announced by the Board of Asses- 
sors, 

3. The Finance Committee Re- 
Port is practically the same asthe 
recommendations made by the 
Town Manager in his 1964 Budget, 

There are still some unanswered 
questions - 

If the Finance Committee knew 
that 
Progress at the time of the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting: 

A. Why was this kept secret 
from the Board of Selectmen, the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple? 

B, Why was it kept secret from 
the voters at the Special Town 
Meeting? 

Cc. Why was it kept secret from 
two members of the Board of As- 
Sessors until July $1, 19647 

‘The reason for the violent re- 
action of the Finance Committee 
to the questions raised by Messrs 
Burt and Niles is obvious, 

The principal duty ofthe Finance 
Committee is to advise the citizens 
before they vote at the Town Meet- 
ings. 

A personal attack on two inter- 
ested taxpayers who dare to ask 
questions is a strange kind of ad-

Supt of Schools Harold Shea said 
that $35,000 to $40,000 was the 
minimum, and, secondly, if the 
School Committee determined that 
a bus should be used for the rest 
of the year, a committee would 
shave to be appointed to determine 
who could ride. Such a bus, he
